Chinese Reds Tighten Hold On Shantung 
NANKING, June 7-+()—Chinese Communist armies pounded 
Sunday at the Government's faltering hold on Shantung Province, 


threatening to break out in force 


into Central China. 


The Shantung capital, Tsinan, reported Communist spearheads 
only a few miles away on the south. It was understood plans were 
ready to fly out all foreigners on short notice. 

About 85 miles to the south, between 50,000 and "5, 000 Red 
troops were attacking the railway city of Tzeyang, which stands 
like an island in a sea of Communist conquest. 

Inside Tzeyang is a large group of foreign missionaries, includ- 
ing five Americans. The Catholics have a mission in Tzeyang.

In Larissa, in Southern Greece, a court martial ordered five 
women_and seven men executed for alleged participation in the 
Communist underground movement.

The station is now functioning, with 
| microphones in their home and in each automobile. If one gets 
| a call, the other can reach him by radio immediately. If 
neither husband nor wife is at home, the maid summons the 
doctor wanted. | 

“Then, too,’ the husband said, “there’s a safety feature 
involved. If my wife has any road trouble, she can contact 
| me by radio. We’re never out of touch with each other.” 
The wife-doctor is an obstetrician, and gets calls at all hours 
of day or night, with cases overlapping all too frequently. The 
couple can maintain radio contact when they.are as much as 
30 miles apart, on a frequency above that issued ordinary 
amateur operators.

Arabs Lay Deadlock 
To Jewish Insistence 
On Agreement Terms

Count Folke Bernadotte reached 
the critical stage Sunday in his 
negotiations with Arabs and Jews 
for a four-weeks truce in Palestine. 

A dispatch from Amman Trans- 
Jordan, reported that Bernadotte, 
Swedish Mediator for the United 
Nations, might proclaim a cease 
fire status in Palestine’ today, 
leading up to a formal truce about 
saturday. 

But the Amman and other 
patches made it plain that not all 
angles of a truce agreement had 
been agreed upon. 

Hence the possible alternatives 
were offered that Bernadotte (1) 
might proclaim a cease fire status, 
as suggested, and proclaim a for- 
Smal truce after clearing up re- 
maining points of difference, or 
(2) might decide to postpone the 
cease fire proclamation. 

His decision is likely 
reaché@d after a talk with 
Mahmoud Fahmy Nokrashy, 
sha of Egypt, in Cairo today. 

The question of continued im- 
migration of Jewish men of mili- 
tary age to Palestine during a 
truce was the toughest ane. There 
were various suggestions that 
such men might continue to enter 
Palestine but would be put un- 
der truce commission supervision 
when they arrived. 

It was noticeable that dis- 
patches from Arab capitals spoke 
of Bernadotte in the warmest 
terms while a Tel Aviv dispatch 
quoted an influential Israeli news- 
paper as voicing suspicion of his 
attitude on immigration. 

The newspaper Mishmar § said 
that the Count’s request to the UN 
security Council for an interpreta- 
tion of the immigretion clauses of 
its truce resolution “rouses_ sus- 
picion.” It implied fear that the

WASHINGTON, June 6—(UP) 
Chairman Alexander Wiley, Re 
publican, Wisconsin, of the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee, Sunday 
issued a scathing denunciation of 
the U. S. Communist and 
the New York Daily Worker for 
their “vicious and debased propa- 
ganda” against the Mundt-Nixon 
Communist-control bill.

Sol. Gen. Clower, of the Rome Circuit, 
is winning the respect and support of all 
Georgia with his continuing efforts at 
law enforcement. 

His latest accomplishment, a spectacu- 
lar large-scale raid in which State and 
Federal officers swooped down on 11 dives 
in Chattooga County’s notorious “moon- 
shine district,” should shame many an- 
other so-called officer of the law in whose 
area bootlegging and gambling flourish. 

The truth of the matter is that too 
many sheriffs and solicitors are political 
hacks who either are tied in directly 
with the hoodlums who flagrantly violate 
the law or are reluctant to take any action 
other than an occasional token raid for 
fear of political reprisals.

We Must Have More Nurses 


Graduates of the Emory University 
School of Nursing had their commence- 
ment ceremonies Saturday evening. We 
noted with interest, in the story of the 
ceremony, that the first class was grad- 
uated in 1906 and consisted of one young 
lady. Through 1921 only 89 students had 
been graduated. Saturday the 1948 class 
consisted of 48 young ladies. 

This was the homecoming year and 
100 alumnae were present for the recep- 
tion at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
W. Woodruff. In attendance, as honorary 
members, were those who had earned 
membership during the war period by 
serving as nurses’ aides. This points up a 
present problem. Nursing is becoming 
more and more specialized with an ac- 
companying increase in educational de- 


mands. These be changing times and it 
becomes obvious that modern hospital 
staffs will need a larger development of 
professional nurses’ aides to supplement 
the work of the graduate nurse. That such 
a program may require some source of 
assistance is probable. All hospitals are 
having a difficult time meeting increased 
costs. 

Emory University’s entire medical pro- 
gram has received assistance from the 
Emily and Ernest Woodruff Foundation 
and Atlanta continues, thereby, to look 
forward to the development of a great 
medical center built around Emory Uni- 
versity and the Atlanta-DeKalb Hospital 
Authority, which operates Grady Hospital. 
It will require more and more nurses and 
an accompanying staff of aides. 


The Russians Seek a ‘Compromise’ 


Reports that the Russians now are 
working for a compromise with the West- 
ern Powers which would place Berlin ful- 


ly under Soviet control is but another in- 
dication of how the Kremlin manipulates. 
For months the Russians have tried every 
conceivable irritant in order to drive the 
United States, Britain and France out of 
Berlin, though the city is under four- 
power control by agreement. Having 
failed, however, and also having suffered 
a considerable setback in the recent Italian 
elections, the Russians now seem to be bent 
on consolidating what gains they have 
made in Europe. And they had rather such 
consolidation be out from under the watch- 
ful eyes of Western forces in Berlin, deep 
in the Soviet Zone. coe 


If the plan reported is accurate, the 
Russians are ready to resume participation 
in the Allied Control Authority for Ger- 
many and such Western personnel as is 
necessary for that function would be al- 


lowed to remain im Berlin, but as guests 
of the Soviet rather than as administra- 
tors of portions of the city. Furthermore, 
the Russians are ready to work out satis- 


factory arrangements for transportation 


of this personnel in and out of Berlin. 

Soviet diplomacy, so-called, is full of 
surprises. But seldom does it lose sight 
of the end desired. The Kremlin has tried 
hard to make life so unpleasant for the 
Western countries in Berlin that they 
would have to get out. Now it is ready to 
start wheedling. The important thing is 
to get the democracies out of Berlin so 
they won’t know what is going on and 
be able to report it to the world. The fact 
that a small number would be left for 
the functions of the Allied Control Council 
would be of no consequence. For the 
secret police would see that they were so 
restricted as to get little if any valuable 
information. As matters stand now, the 
West is a bottleneck to the Kremlin’s am- 
bitions.

He was too busy fighting the war to come back 
while the conflagration was on, and since then 
he has been too busy administering the problems 
of occupation in Japan. 


In launching his campaign for the presi- 
dency his friends entered his name in the Wis- 
consin preferential primary. He won eight of 
the delegates there to 19 for Harold E. Stassen 
and none for Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, a favor- 
able showing considering the fact that he 
made no active canvass for support, whereas 
Stassen and Dewey made a number of speeches 
in the State. 


Had Gen. MacArthur returned to the country 
to press his bid for the nomination he undoubted- 
ly would have been an important factor in the 
convention. He did not want to trade on his 
victories over Japan to gain political prefer- 
ment. It was this same spirit that caused him 
to reject the Senate committee’s invitation to 
come back and testify in public hearings just 
before the national convention was to meet.

Private Help for Greece 


Editor Constitution: During the months that 
| have been serving in Greece as Director of 
the United State Information Service, 1 have 
had ample opportunity to observe at close range 
the work of the American voluntary agencies. 
During the many years that they have been 
established in the country, they have in the best 
sense become an integral part of the nation’s 
life.

However, the Board seems to 
have proven that it is unable to 
meet the situation, and we have 
decided to express our opinions 
on the subject. 

Milk is classified as a necessity 
and, as such, comes under govern- 
mental supervision everywhere, at 
least insofar as standards of health 
are concerned. In only a few 
States, of which Georgia is one, is 
there any agency of government to 
control the price of milk. 

The State Milk Control Board 
was set up by the Georgia Legisla- 
ture in 1937 for the purpose of en- 
couragirg the dairy industry in 
the State. In order to do this the 
Act provided that the Board could 
set the minimum price a producer 
or distributor could receive for his 
milk. No maximum price is set, 
in the belief that keen competi- 


tion within and from without the | 


State will suffice to hold down the 
cost of fluid milk. 

We do not attempt to evaluate 
the benefit the Board has meant to 
the dairy industry of Georgia. It 
may have been great or small. 
However, during the past few 
months we do believe that the 


‘Milk Centrol Board has taken cer- 


tain actions which have been most 
detrimental to workers of this 
State and their families. 


THE FIRST of these actions has 
been the refusal of the Board to 
allow a two-cent cash-and-carry 
differential per quart of milk. 

We fail to see why the Board 
refuses to permit a price cut. Al- 
most any product can be bought 


cheaper if the purchaser is will- 
ing to pay cash and lug it home 
himself. Such a system is an ad- 
vantage to the seller and, conse- 
quently, he offers a price reduc- 
tion as an inducement. | 


Two cents per quart saving on 
milk does not nean much to the 
man in the higher income bracket, 
but to a majcrity of Georgians this 
two cents wil! run into a consid 
erable saving over a year’s period 
and means something to'them. The 
lack of such a saving can mean 
that many children will not get all 
the milk to drink which growing 
boys anc girls need. 

In refusing to permit this cash- 
and-carry differential the Milk 
Board has definitely rendered a 
disservice to labor in Georgia. 


ALSO, the Board in its latest 
order now refuses to permit milk 
to be sold from any store at whole- | 
sale prices. Previously, the house- | 
wife could buy milk in eight or 12- 
quart lots and effect a considera- 
ble saving. But, no more, under 
th edict of a dictatorial board 
which seems to put the welfare 
of the distributor above that of 
both producer and consumer. 

We sincerely hope that the Milk 
Board will soon take steps to cor- 
rect the injustices it is perpetrat- 
ing on the workers of this State. 
If they io not do so, then they 
most probably will find labor 
lined up solidly to work for the 
abolishment of the Board at the 
next session of the General As- 
sembly.

Its students have no final exams, no grades, no required 
courses, no set textbooks, no faculty regulation of student 
conduct.

Because ot that, New York City’s slums, its factories, thea- 
ters, newspapers, clinics and corporations are part of a 
huge campus where Lawrence students may study the 
problems of mankind.

This is all part of the theory that students will go out 
of their way to learn if they can be freed from educational 
restrictions, and that mental and emotional maturity can 
be developed only on freedom of selection and develop- 
ment of personality. 

This may be debatable on the college level, of 
course, but it cannot be debated in the earlier years 
of education. : 

There is no excuse for grades in the primary sections of 
our schools. Many a first or second grader, trying his ut- 
most, will stumble painfully on Bs or Cs while a whip- 
smart little quiz kid will float around trailing a halo and 
straight As. It is the first crushing evidence of mental in- 
equality ...and a sure factory for insecurity and resent- 
ment unless it is cautiously handled by teacher and parent 
alike. 

When we perfect methods to get the most out of 
children by intriguing them into curiosity, before they 
can build up a callous defense against mediocrity, we 
will be on the road to progressive education.

Combine Caravans

SNELLVILLE—The gently rolling hills of North 


Georgia are turning gold again, beckoning to the: 


road the behemoth combines which in one opera- 
tion harvest and thresh the ripened oats and wheat. 


The advent of grain as a major) 


‘money crop with the combincs 
following in its wake constitutes 


what Farmer M. L. Still describes | 


‘as the biggest single change in 
Georgia agriculture seen in his 65 
years on a farm. 

The combines take to the road 
‘in this section around June 1 and 
‘stay on the move until ail the 
grain ha« ripened and has been 
‘harvested, which usually is toward 
‘the end o: July. 

A dozen or so combines work 


‘out of Snellville. Their owners op-| 


erate thein o1. a contract basis, cut- 
ting, threshing and sacking a farm- 
er’s grain for so much per acre, 
depending upon the yield. 

The machinés sometimes travel 
in caravans, harvesting the grain 
in a single area farm by farm until

the sacks of grain—replaces both 
‘the binding and threshing ma- 
chines, which, in turn, were sub- 
stituted for the strength of the 
farmer. in the old days when the 
farmer had te cut and shock his 
grain by hand he planted no more 
than he could handle himself— 
usually, just enough for his table 
and feed for stock 

Today, the farmer sells grain to 
farm agents o° in markets in At- 
‘lanta and other cities. The crop 
‘is stored in huge elevators and 
‘marketed whenever the owner 
feels he is ‘etting a fair price or 
'when he wishes to sell. Grain is 
‘a cash crep in Georgia today and 
'the farmers say the only thing 
-keeving them from planting more 
of it is the shortage of machinery 
to harvest it. 


~ The combine caravans operate 
night and day when grain is ripen- 
ing. The crews change shifts just 
as in a f.ctory. Equipped with 
headlights, the combines are kept 
in the fields around the clock. 


Farmer Still says hilly land such 
as is this section doesn’t deter the 
harvesting by machinery.
